Rebel Assumes Governorship 


JACKSON. Miss. (UPD— John Bell Williams, the 
rebel congressman who lost his seniority for support­ 
ing a Republican presidential nominee, today became 
Mississippi's 55th governor. 
Williams, 49. leaves Congress after 21 years in 
which he became known as a staunch conservative, 
fiery segregationist and outspoken critic of President 
Johnson's 
administration, 
to 
take 
over the governor's chair. 
While stamped as a conservative 
and segregationist. Williams more 
recently has advocated a position of 
moderation. 
Mississippi 
can 
never 
m o v e 
forward, 
he 
warned 
in 
a 
recent 
speech, by “following prophets of 
doom and despair and by clinging 
blindly to the past.” The motto of 
ideal Mississippi leadership, he said, should be: “We 
must be firm, but not unreasonable; resolute, but not 
foolish.” 
Williams decided to run for governor last year after 
House Democrats purged him of his seniority because 
he supported Republican Barry Gold water in the 1964 
presidential campaign. 
Williams succeeds Gov. Paul Johnson, who lost out 
in a bid for the lieutenant governorship.

state simply take over some 
program s now run by counties.

leader told a luncheon of Los 
Angeles 
County 
supervisors 
yesterday. “ We’re probably go­ 
ing to have to develop some 
state program to eliminate p ro -, 
gram s which you bear” the bur­ 
den of administering. 
And today. Assemblyman John 
T. Knox. D-Richmond, chairing 
the Municipal and County Gov­ 
ernm ent Committee, and chair­ 
m an John G. Veneman, R-Mo- 
desto, of the Revenue and Tax­ 
ation Committee, declared. “ Un­ 
less we provide new revenue 
sources for local government, 
the present 
level 
of services 
cannot be maintained without an 
increase in property taxes.” 
Yesterday, two senators in­ 
troduced 
legislation 
to 
take 
aw'ay some of the revenue local 
government now counts on. 
Sen. Tom Carrell, D-San Fer­ 
nando, proposed that the tax on 


business inventories be elimina­ 
ted starting next year, a move 
favored by Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
He also introduced a bill ex­ 
empting personal 
effects and 
furniture from property taxation 
above $100. 
Sen. Mervyn M. Dymaily. D-

put 
forth

islation to give everyone 65 or 
older an autom atic $2,500 tax 
exemption on their home if they 
have a yearly income below $4,- 
000. 
Experts say this group of low- 
income , elderly

erty tax. 
Unruh 
suggested

He predicted. “The Democrats 
probably will support the take­ 
over of welfare.” Reagan, how­ 
ever. has indicated he would op­ 
pose this and instead feels coun­ 
ties should have more control 
over welfare.

This information led deputies 
to the run down house in Santa 
Rosa early Sunday, where they 
arrested Sommerhalder, Pres­ 
ton and two others after a brief 
gun battle. 
Ronald Edward Long, 25, and 
Thomas L. Caswell. 22, both of 
Santa Rosa and arrested for 
harboring fugitives after the bat­ 
tle. were released to Sonoma 
County sheriff’s deputies yester­ 
day. 
Caswell is charged there with 
assault with a deadly weapon on 
a police officer and Long was 
scheduled to begin trial today 
in connection with a knife as­ 
sault last May at a Santa Rosa 
tavern in which two men were 
injured. 
District Attorney Bales said 
any charges of being accessories 
to a murder would have to be 
filed against them in Sonoma 
County, where the gun battle 
occurred. 
Stinson today gave this chron­ 
ology of the murder night: 
Mrs. Mulkey visited her moth­ 
er and step-father at their Com­ 
monwealth Center Barber Shop 
at 4180 Redwood Highway and 
the trailer house, leaving them 
at about 6 p.m. Friday. 
The Ackleys dined at a Terra 
Linda restaurant, leaving for 
home at about 9:30 p.m. 
When they arrived home, they 
apparently surprised their kill­ 
ers in the act of stealing Ack­ 
ley’s gun collection. They were 
killed at about 10 p.m., he said. 
Ackley was shot four times, 
His hands were taped behind 
him and a pillowslip was over 
his bloody head. 
Mrs. Ackley was raped, stran­ 
gled and shot twice in the head. 
She was stabbed twice and a 
knife was found protruding from 
her back. She was nude, but for 
a sweater pulled over her head. 
Preston and Sommerhalder,

Does Name Suppression 


Promote Juvenile Crime? 


Every so often, a story appears in 
the Independent-Journal about the ar­ 
rest of a group of young people which 
carries the names of those 18 years 
and older but identifies the others 
merely as “a 15-year-old boy" or “a 
16-year-old girl" or whatever. 
This is in accord with widespread 
newspaper practice of not publishing 
the names of juveniles arrested. 
Occasionally, the I-J uses the name 
of a juvenile who has been charged 
with some particularly shocking crime, 
or who already has a long offense rec­ 
ord despite his tender years. When we 
do. there are generally a few calls from 
persons who labor under the mistaken 
belief that there is some law against 
publishing names of juveniles charged 
with crimes. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, we re­ 
ceived a note a few days ago from a 
reader who thanked us for printing the 
name of a 19-vear-old arrested on a 
marijuana charge but said we should 
also have identified the boy's father. 
The widespread newspaper policy of 
keeping juveniles anonymous in crime 
stories rests on the rationale that an 
under-age boy or girl should not be 
"branded" for youthful indiscretion. 
However, there are many who feel, 
like the note writer we mentioned, 
that not only should juveniles’ names 
be used, but also those of their parents. 
Their rationale is that it is the respon­ 
sibility of the parents to bring up their 
children in the way of rectitude, and 
that they should be punished bv the 
attendant publicity when they fail to 
do so. 


IF NEITHER OF THESE rationales 
seems entirely satisfactory, neither do 
many other things in the handling of 
juvenile crime. 
For instance, California law- pro­ 
vides that juveniles may be detained

for misdemeanors, but specifies that 
the detention is not considered punish­ 
ment. This is a fine bit of legalistic 
semantics which probably means very 
little to the youth involved. 
Those 21 and over stand public trial 
for misdemeanors. For those under 18, 
a closed hearing is held in juvenile 
court. Those 18 to 21 may be treated 
in either way, at discretion of the court. 
It is a system of contradictions. 


THE STEADY RISE in the rate of 
juvenile crime — outstripping the rise 
in adult crime for some years now — 
scarcely testifies to the effectiveness 
of the present system. 
Perhaps the system merely contrib­ 
utes to disrespect for order fostered 
by over-permissiveness throughout our 
society. Perhaps sparing juvenile mis­ 
creants from public identification does 
the same. 
As the editor of the San Mateo 
Times commented editorially when 
that newspaper changed its policy re­ 
cently to begin publishing names of 
arrested juveniles: 
“There is growing belief in many 
quarters, both in California and other 
states, that the publicizing of the 
names of juvenile wrong-doers may 
prove helpful as a deterrent to crime at 
lower age levels. It is contended that 
immunity from exposure for young 
law-breakers breeds more contempt for 
the law." 
The Times did not go so far as to 
print the names of the juveniles' par­ 
ents. Hut some papers have done so. 


We have sown the wind with grow­ 
ing permissiveness. The fields of our 
society are grown rank with the weeds 
of license and contempt as a result. 
And w e are reaping now the whirlw ind 
of crime and disorder. 
Maybe 
the 
anonymity 
accorded 
young wrong-doers has helped sow the 
wind with seeds of evil.

In one report. John Buckley. 
Republican investigator, states 
flatly roll padding took place 
at the Guthrie. Okla., Women's 
Job Corps Center — one of the 
four largest in the country. In 
another 
report, 
R o b e r t 
McCord. D e m o c r a t i c in­ 
vestigator. contends the pad­ 
ding was technical and that 
enrollee drop-outs were ‘ ad­ 
m inistrative leave.” 
Both reports arc based on 
f i r s t - h a n d investigations 
followed by several days of 
public hearings by the O'Hara 
subcommittee. 


THE CASE GREW out of 
charges by Jam es Tice, former 
official 
of 
the center, 
that 
r e g i o n a l 
a n t i - p overtv 
authorities 
had 
d i r e ct e d 
Guthrie m anagers to “ falsify 
daily reports reflecting the 'on 
board strength’ of corpsw'om- 
en.” According to Tice, as en-

Novato Gets Back Of Hand 


From State On Highway Matters 


The City of Novato has been 
getting the short end of the 
Stick from the state as far as 
Highway 101 is concerned. 
For many years the city tried 
to get the. state to landscape 
the islands in Highway 101 
through the city. These islands 
were an ugly mess of unsightly 
weeds and debris. Novato was 
lucky to get the weeds mowed 
puce or twice a year, and the 
debris cleaned up — never. 
It looked to the north where 
similar islands in the highway 
in Santa Rosa were nicely ir­ 
rigated and the grass was kept 
green and mowed. 
Finally the city took on the 
job of landscaping the islands 
in Novato. Although they were 
state property, the city spent 
its own money to landscape 
them. It is still spending its 
own money to irrigate and 
maintain them. 


NOW 
COMES 
ANOTHER 
push by the state onto the City 
of 
Novato. 
The 
California 
Highway Patrol has notified 
the city that after June 30, it 
will not patrol Highway 101 
from the south curb of Hill 
Road to the north city limits at 
Atherton Avenue. 
This is approximately one 
and one-half miles of highway 
through the main portion of the 
city which would fall to Novato 
jjolice to patrol. This is the 
frost heavily traveled section 
of the highway. It is also the 
first place where there are 
traffic lights to stop traffic and 
the scene of many accidents. 
This will probably require an 
increase in the Novato police 
force. 
This would be expensive to 
the residents of Novato unless 
the police took the attitude of 


actually enforcing the speed 
laws. Then the fines which 
they picked up would probably 
more than make up the added 
cost to the city as very few 
motorists obey the speed laws 
going through the city. 
If the police did this, it would 
probably have another side ef­ 
fect. It would not be long until 
every motorist from San Fran­ 
cisco to Eureka who has to use 
the highway would soon be 
hollering to the State Division 
of Highways to get a freeway 
by-pass through Novato. 
They would then all be on 
the side of Novato, which has | 
been trying to get the freeway 
by-pass ever since the city in­ 
corporated eight years ago. 


THERE 
IS 
A 
SPECIAL 
election in Novato next Tues­ 
day. 
Voters 
will 
d e c i d e 
whether they want to bond 
themselves for $5,750,000 for a 
street improvement program 
and $2,250,000 for park ac-1 
quisition and development. 
No one has argued against 
either proposition on the sam­ 
ple ballot which was sent out. | 
However, opinions expressed 
by people in a survey seem to 
show more favor the street 
issue than for the parks. 
In the official polling of the 
residents, neither proposition 
had enough percentage to win. 
so the outcome of the election 
will depend on those who said 
they were still undecided. 
Whatever one's opinion of 
the two propositons might be. 
all registered voters should ex­ 
press their opinion. Then if a 
big majority vote, whatever 
the outcome, it will be the will 
of the people, which is as it 
should be.

Smoking Habit Halted 


With Unpleasantness 


LOS ANGELES i UPD - A 
psychologist reports he has per­ 
suaded heavy smokers to swear 
off cigarettes by a system of 
“aversive conditioning” which 
includes blowing stale smoke in 
the faces of his subjects. 
Dr. Irwin Lublin, assistant 
professor of psychology' at Cali­ 
fornia State College at Los An­ 
geles. said his method basically 
involves bombarding his sub­ 
jects with an unpleasant stimu­ 
lus while they smoke. 
Such conditioning methods oft­ 
en have been used in treating 
alcoholism, he said “ Drinkers 


are usually given nauseating 
drugs so alcohol itself makes 
them sick.” 
In treating smokers. Lublin 
uses the senses of smell and 
| aste to break them of the 
habit. 
In one process, the subject 
smokes a cigarette while a ma­ 
chine blowrs stale warm cigar­ 
ette smoke in his face. In the 
other, he puffs rapidly on a 
cigarette in time with a metro­ 
nome until it becomes distaste­ 
ful.

2. “Improved streets would be 
a benefit to every member of 
the community. 
3. “It would create employ­ 
ment within the construction 
field during the current con­ 
struction slump.” 
It recommended a “no” vote 
on Measure B (parks) because: 
1. “After a 30-oent parks and 
recreation tax was levied in 
1966, 
“the

c o u n c i l 
arbitrarily” spent 10 cents of the 
levy for purchase of a civic 
center 
site; 
“there 
is 
no 


assurance that s o m e t h i n g 
similar to this will not happen 
again.” 
2. After a $100,000 bond issue 
was voted for a municipal swim­ 
ming pool, the cost ran to 
$132,000. “There is no assurance 
that total park financing will not 
exceed” 
the 
proposed

issue. 
3. “Cost of parks maintenance 
and operation is an unknown 
figure and could well exceed the 
benefit the taxpayer derives,”

4. The proposed parks “would 
be a duplication of existing or 
projected state and federal park 
facilities within the county.”

Committee was formed in 1965 
to oppose a 60-cent raise in the 
Novato tax rate that year which 
included the 30-cent parks and 
recreation levy.

We are out to im­ 
prove the air we breathe,” said 
Louis J. Fuller, air pollution 
control officer of the Los An­ 
geles Air Pollution Control Dis­ 
trict. 
The people of Los Angeles 
are demanding more stringent 
controls,” said Fuller.

U. S. M ay Join Big Four Tennis Power Play

France

‘‘These are the four countries 
who founded the International 
Lawn Tennis Federation.” Rob­ 
ert Kellher of Los Angeles, pres­ 
ident of the U.S. Lawn Tennis 
Association told a press confer­ 
ence yesterday. 
“ They are the only ones who 


have ever won the Davis Cup. If 
they stick together, they should 
carry the day.” 
The British, in a bold and re­ 
bellious move, already have an­ 
nounced that, effective April 22. 
they will abolish the distinction 
between amateurs and profes­ 
sionals and stage the famed 
Wimbledon tournament as an 
open event. 
The ILTF has warned that, if 
they do, the British will be sus­ 
pended from all international 
competition and barred from 


the Davis Cup. The British say 
they're going ahead. 
Meanwhile, there's considera­ 
ble 
behind-the-scenes 
maneu­ 
vering in France. Australia and 
the United States. 
“ I have been going around the 
country talking to the various 
sectional associations,” Kelleh- 
er said. “ The Texas and Wes­ 
tern Associations are in favor of 
letting our players compete at 
Wimbledon. They oppose abol­ 
ishing the distinction between 
amateurs and professionals. 


“ The Northern California As­ 
sociation (San Francisco) wants 
to go all the way with the Brit­ 
ish. I am here talking to the 
Eastern and New England Asso­ 
ciations. the two biggest. I find 
many in favor of giving open 
tennis a chance.” 
The USLTA makes its impor­ 
tant decision Feb. 3 in Corona­ 
do. Calif., when it votes on three 
issues: 1. Permitting U.S. play­ 
ers to compete at Wimbledon; 2.
